whole business of County seat removal 
ias be.en more'- or .les.s, "sick."

;urn to the jail, it is.doubtless more suhW 
,ect to criticism than the court-house. 
It is perhaps as good as the money— 
$99,000—would build. Bivtifris evident 
:liat tte specifications were "slapped 
up", by the architect and passed upon by 
the Board of Supervisors, and the con- 
tractor is deserving of more credit than 
lie will probably get. The specifications 
did not-call .for floors of any kind, yet 
we find floors whore they onght to bo of 
both wood and stone. One cell in the 
northeast corner^ on the first floor, has 
n open-barred window—no glass, and 
ie southeast rains can dash in at will, 
n the southwest corner of the main 
raiding, there is another cell, a sort of 
nte-room for certain purposes, that is 
otnewhat .-similarly exposed to the 
•eather. 
But these things can be 


emedied. There is a disgusting—al- 
,ost a " loathsome—feature about the 
:8in cells, which are located in the 
outhwing of the building on the ground 
dor. The only redeeming idea of those 
rivy accommodations are their con- 
enience; otherwise, they are exposed 
o view in it manner that should damn 
ie parties that adopted such an 
rchitectural design. Men are men, 
•hether in or out of jail, and those who 
onstruet prisons sometimes become 
risoners themselves; Boss Tweed, for 
nstance. The authorities should have 
oine respect for the manhood—the self- 
espeet of the occupants, who are often 
niiocent persons. It would cost but n 
rifle to cover np this disgusting feature 
f the new jail, and it should be done 
efore putting any one in" that, depart- 
lent of the building.

.4 SUGGESTION. 


It would be a good idea to introduce 


nto our next Legislature, n bill com- 
jelhng lodging-house keepers and hotels 
o have a general alarm in the house, or 
an alarm for each room. Lodgers, packed 
off iu rooms so closely divided, seldom 
lear a general alarm.' We cite the case 
of the Western Hotel fire at Sacramento, 
in which Conkliug and Court lost their 
lives. We will refer to this subject more 
at length at some future time. 


The fire was most perfectly managed 


by the Department. Chief 3Iontaiiya 
proved hia fitness for the office, and 
Second Assistant John Dolan, honored 
the badge presented him the night before 
in a most commendable manner. The 
firemen in general worked like heroes, 
and all in all, words would be but poor 
things to express praise for the labors 
they performed. 
Thib risk of life and 


limb, and other exposures, are seldom 
realized, and to say that they are true 
firemen is sufficient. 


Illustrated T>y tile Fire. 


The practicability of having alarm 


gongs in theengine-hpiiseswas most ad- 
mirably illustrated this morning. The 
Felton boys did not hear the alarm, au<3 
consequently were late at the fire. The 
ordinance provides, under section ?.!). 
that "each policeman shall keep a list 
of the members of the Fire Department 
and the places of residence of those 
living on his beat, and shall, to the best 
of his ability, arouse each member on 
every occasion of an alarm of fire." 
The Felton men did not awake, and, as 
complained, were not awakened till the 
fire "was far advanced. Now, the cost of 
having alarm gongs connected with the 
police telegraph, placed in each engine- 
house, would be trifling compared with 
the benefits derived. Let the -Council 
look in to the matter. 
The advisibility 


of the arrangement is apparent. We 
have heretofore suggested a very cheap 
system that would answer all purposes 
for years.
